There in the stecrag? quarters pan- 
demonium reigned, The simple iand- 
folk thrown violently about by the 
storm-toseed ship, believed that every 
instant the ocean would roll in and 
swallow thim, The most energetic 
and cheerful efforts of the officers and 
crew availed nothing to dissipate their 
panic. For days the ship was like 
a chip in a maelstrom, hurled hithet 
and thither, aad her officers battled 
hour after hour, from daylight to 
dawn to save the ship and her cargo of 
human lives. 

On Christmas Eve. , 

The Christmas eve reckoning show- 
ed the Mount Royal on the forty-fifth 
meridian. Hope was growing that the 
American continent would soon be 
sighted but the seas rose higher ant 
higher and the vessel strained until 
her very ribs groaned with the thresh- 
ing of the cross seas.

Interior Department is Considering 
Amendment to Regulations. 
Would Stay Jap Influx. 


Ottawa, Jan, &—The department of 
the interior hae under consideration 
a new departure in pegard to immigra- 
tion. The intention is to amend the 
regulations so that in future all im- 
migrants must come direct to Canada 
from their place of birth or country 
of citizenship. This regulation will 
apply to the Atlantic as well as to thr 
Pacitic While it is not framed 
against any particular class of immi- 
grants and will be general in its char 
acter, it will have the effect of shut- 
ting out the Japanese coming from 
Honolulu to British Columbia, 

It is understood that the Japonese 
authorities have intimated to the jfon. 
Mr. Lemieux that there would be no 
objections from them to any regula 
tions that will exclude the Japanese 
from Canada if not travelling direct 
from Japan 

In regard to direct immigration, 
they have given assurances to reduct 
this to a minimuin, but are desirous 
of doing it in their own way. If that 
is done the present difficulty over the 
Japanese immigration will be solved, 
but if not, then the treaty must go 
That appears to be the general view 
here, The proposed new regulation 
providing for immigrants, coming di 
reet would also mean that Kuropean 
immigrants for Canada would not be 
permitted to land by way of the Un 
ited States.

ARE CITY SCALES ACCURATE? 
Editor Bulletin. 

Sir,—The statements in your pape 
on the 4th and 6th inst., have arous- 


ed considerable public interest and 
muny more evidences are being given 
of loads weighed and the parties be- 
ing dissatistied, and after re-weighing 
the second weight being different from 
the first. 

A gentleman resident in the city 
says he bought a load of oaté about 
the Ist of December*nand both he and 
the seller disputed the correctness of 
th: weight and the weighmaster told 
them to drive on again and the see- 
ond weighing gave them nearly 600 
pounds more thaa the first. 

A coal hauler atates that he put a 


; spring seat and heavy iron brake on 


his waggon a ahort time ago, and then 
weighed his waggon to et the tare be 


fors loading with coal, and to his 
suprise they gave him just the came 


Weight as beiore. Shortly afterwards 
he took both off and then weighed 
again and was further surprised to 
find that the weight was just the same 
when these would weigh well up to 
150 pounds. 

Another teamster alleges that he put 
on two extra sideboards, which would 
weigh about 20 pounds, and when he 
drove on the seales again they low- 
ered his weight 60 pounds, 

These are only a few of the inst- 
ances heard but they are sufficient 
to warrant the council in either instal- 
ling a set of new seales or having the 
present ones thoroughly inspected by 
an expert, Any one that has had ex- 
perienc> with large scales aware 
ot the faet that the weighmaster may 
balance according to his beam, but a 
heavy load will not be weighed cor- 
rectly if all the works are not propei 
in their bearings and every part 60 
substantial and firm that no spring or 
give to any part will be maintained 
by reason of the heavy pressure. So 
beam balancing is not a proof of the 
strength or efficiency of a pair of 
large seales. 

The evidence given in your editorial 
of the 3rd inst., is very positive proof 
that the scales are not weighing cor- 
teetly. How could a pair of scale 
weigh one load 4,600 on the evening 

{ December 30th ond make the same 
load only go 4,400 on the morning ol 
the Sist, a reductian of 200 pounds; 
and another load weigh 4,230 on the 
evening of December 30th and 4,450 
ibs. the following morning, lowering 
the weight of one 200 pounds find in- 
creasing the weight of the other 220 
pounds. If both had been reduced or 
increased to about the same extent 
there would be some reason to believe 
that the scales were weighing correct- 
ly, but when it made one weigh 
heavier 220 pounds, and the othe 
lighter 200 pounds, it is positive proot 
that they are not weighing correctly. 

Mr. Grierson’s etyle of reasoning for 
these two loads is a very peeuliar ont 
when he tries to average the two 
weighings of the 30th and the Stst 
and then says they only differ so 
much on the average. Citizens are 
not buyinig coal by the average of 
loads, but by the actual weight of 
each load, and if Mr.Grierson’s theory 
of arithmetical reasoning is to be tak- 
en as standard authority then the 
government of Alberta will have to 
alter their instructions to the school 
children. Many complaints were 
heard all summer against the weights 
of the city scales and the weighoiaste:

In places the soil 
is somewhat light, but still seems very 
productive, and the settlers have 
sueceeded in growing first class vege 
tables, roots and grains, Many set 
tlers claim that it is preferable to 
the heavier soil on account of the 
early maturing and ripening of crops 
The land is generally covered with 
small poplar trees or brush, most of 
which is very easily cleared, Abun 
dance of the purest of water is found 
in the numerous creeks, springs, and 
rivers. and where nature has not 
brought it to the surface, it can be 
easily obtained by digging at a depth 
from 10 to 20 feet. Some good clumps 
of spruce and poplar timber ean be 
frequently found, especially along the 
banks of the Saskatchewan and Pem- 
bina river, a good deal of which is 
annually cut and sawn up into lum- 
ber, giving the settlers through these 
districts cheap and useful lumber for 
their buildings, ete 

The physieul featares of the coun 
try west from here through which the 
G.T.P. and C.N.R, pass is as a rule 
high and rather rolling, and near the 
rivers quite rough in places, excepting 
where rivers flats are met with. Tak- 
en on the whole, these districts are 
very suitable for those wishing to en 
gage in mixed farming and «tock 
raising. Fine veins of coal are fre- 
quently seen along the banks of the 
rivers, The waters of the creeks, 
lakes and rivers abound with numer- 
ous kinds of fieh,

MAY LAY RAILS ALL WINTER. 


Work on Grand Trunk Pacific Greatly 
Facilitated By Mily Weather. 


Winnipeg, Jan, &—Owing to the 
extraordinary prolongation of mild 
weather, Grand Trunk Paeific officials 
have now some hope that the track 
laying operations of the company may 
be continued right through the winter 
At the present time track laying js 
being carried forward on the Lake 
Superior branch and on the line run 
ning west toward Saskatoon. On the 
division running eastward from Sas- 
katoon the work of track laying was 
suspended some weeks ago owing to 
the difficulty experienced in getting 
some of the necessary supplies for- 
warded, 

In connection with the work on the 
Lake Superior branch, about hundred 
men are employed, Of the two hun- 
dred miles lying between Fort Wil 
Ham und the point of junction with 
the main line of the Transcontinental, 
one hundred miles are now laid with 
etecl, and it is the expectation that 
about’ twenty-five miles additional 
will be laid before the work is shut 
down for the winter, 

The dump of the remaining seventy- 
five miles ix practically complete with 
the exception of a few miles at the 
western end, where there has been 
some uncertainty in reference to the 
route to be followed, 

In the west steel has now been laid 
on the line runn og west from Portage 
to a point 270 miles beyond that town, 
and work still in full swing. On 
the line running east from Saskatoon 
there are about sixty miles of steel 
laid. The gap which remains to be 
closed is thus less than one hundred 
miles, With good weather thie space 
could be readily completed within a 
couple of months, As soon as this 
work has been dope arrangements will 
be completed for the opening of this 
line for freight and passenger traffic.
